A forest protection and water con- 


servation tour, featured by a demon 
.stration of what a ten-ton tractor 


• can do toward building fire breaks, 
was completed Tuesday at the San 
'Jose patrol station with a talk by 
County Forester Turner. 


The tractor, dragging a scraper 


specially amored, tore up and down 
hills, through underbrush, qhaparral 
and rocks as fast as a man- can walk. 
The demonstration was given at a 
point east of San Dimas, near Foot- 
hill boulevard. Assistant Fire War- 
den Percey, in command of the fire 
breaking, said the tractor has been 
in use a year, during which time it 
built fire breaks in certain types of 
country for $600 a rnrle, while under 
the old system that mile virould cost 
$2000. The tractor, he said, had built 
a mile of fire break at a cost as low- 
as $25. 


ITS OTHER USES 


In addition to fire breaking, the 


tractor can be used in creating a 
second lino of defense in fire fighting 
in the mountains, as well as driving 
a trail for men and supplies through 
the brush. 


George Cecil, supervisor of the An- 


geles national forest, also recom- 
mended use of tho tractor, and in an 


. address to the group of sixty who 
•watched the demonstration, declared 
that so far as fire protection is con- 
i corned, there is no boundary line be- 
**tween the federal forest' and the 
• county. 


State Forester M. B. Pratt accom- 


panied the party and gave an ac- 
j count of his interest in southern Cali- 
'forma protective-work, promising ac- 
tive aid and funds from his depart- 
ment. He will assign a representa- 
tive to this region immediately, ho 
said. 


The tour started at tho county 


forestry nursery in Altadena, where 
various kinds of trees and plants are 
being raised from seedlings prior to 
being planted in the denuded moun- 
tain areas. Prof. Woodbridge Metcalf 
of University of California spoke on 
the value of reforestation, illustrat- 
ing his remarks with an account of 
the success Santa Cruz county has 
had in this work; 


VISIT SAWPIT BAM

Millan, one of tho assistants of Chief 
Engineer Eaton, explained the pur- 
poses of the district.

France Confers 


Legion of Honor 


on G. W. Ritchey 


George Willis Ritchey, former resi- 


dent of Covina, who polished the 
100-inch reflector for the Mt. Wilson 
telescope, has been made a knight 
of the French Legion of Honor, it 
was learned last week. 


The award follows publication by 


the Academy of Sciences of the re- 
sults of four years' work in the 
Observatory of Paris. The publica- 
tions describe a large number of in- 
ventions and improvements in the 
design of astronomical instruments.

observatories 


stating that plans to order uew in- 
struments have been postponed in 
order that Prof. Ritchey's improved 
apparatus may be u^ed. 


The astronomical -instrument ex- 


pert designed and constructed the 
sixty-inch reflector at the Mt. Wilson 
observatory and he ground, polished, 
and figured the disc of the 100-iiieh 
reflector.

recent 


times have been made with these 
reflectors aud with the forty-inch, 
reflector at the Yerkes observatory, 
which Prof. Hitehey also prepared.

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Crime and Congestion— 


We would like to agree with most of the newspaper com- 


mentators that the victory of the Deneen ticket in Chicago 
is a victory for civic righteousness, but it is a forlorn fact 
that the voters who yearned for a clean-up in that modern 
Gomorrah merely supported the lesser of the two evils, hop- 
ing, no doubt, that something might happen later to bring 
about a further discomfiture to gangland despotism. 


While the machine guns were popping many forgot, no 


doubt, that the political battle included, among other hap- 
penings, the killing of a notorious gangster and bootlegger 
who was a personal henchman of Deneen, and that this 
worthy aspirant for the United States senate attended the 
gangster's funeral, which was one of these hundred thousand 
dollar affairs, with flowers enough to sink a battleship. 


The gangsters have not been run out of Chicago because 
' of this election. Perhaps they will act with a bit more discre- 


tion and circumspection for a period. 
But as long 'as this 


country follows the fallacy that big cities should be made 
into bigger cities in order to get more power to make the 
bigger cities bigger, we will supply a haven, a warren, a hid- 
ing-place and a home for the most vicious, the unassimilated 
and the unassimilable, the moron, the pervert, the individual 
who murders for pleasure and profit, the hop-head, the treach- 
erous police official, the venal politician, the rabble-rouser, 
the poser—a haven and a feeding place for the skunks and 
rattlesnakes of the human family. 


Congestion is wrong and unnecessary. Los Angeles, beau- 


tiful and storied and delightful in the past, has come to be 
nothing more than a potential Chicago, tainted by the fetid 
breath of the underworld. It has a long way to travel to 
rival Chicago in crime, it is true, but crime thrives rapidly 
in great cities. Municipal government in America has been 
largely a moral failure. Packed humanity is not capable of 
government, any more than animals can be kept clean and 
peaceful in crowded cages. The pity of it is that these con- 
gested areas are not necessary. It was true once that human- 
ity was obliged to huddle near harbors and waterways be- 
cause the water was the only means of commerce, and travel- 


t 
ling inland was hard and uneconomic. Present modes of 
transportation have changed this to the opposite fact. Cities 
should not be encouraged • to grow beyond a comfortable 
limit in size. They have no need of it, save the greed of the 
frontage owners. A sensible man will separate his chickens 
and rabbits. The rule holds good for human beings. Los 
Angeles has ever been described as beautiful. It may some 
day earn the sobriquet of the beautiful and clean, or yet 
again that of the beautiful and damned. 


The Business Outlook— 


The twelfth district federal reserve board has issued its 


report of business condition during 1927. Peaks were lower 
than in 1926 and 1925, showing a slackening off in business 
generally, with agriculture and fruit culture making the best 
showing'. Judging from the years since the war, 1927 was 
not one to.arouse enthusiasm, although any such report can- 
not apply to any particular locality. 
As an example, the 


citrus industry, and especially that industry in Los Angeles 
county, experienced one of the best years in its history. 
But 


generally, business turnover was lower in 1927. 


Financial writers in other publications seem to agree that 


business slackening in the past year was due to the enormous 
manufacturing impetus of preceding years, which carried the 
output beyond consumption. In other words, we produced 
more than'the country and the world was willing to consume, 
and a retrenchment took place. This accounts for the higher 
ratio of unemployment. 


In the Covina valley we are of course concerned at all 


times as to the general business condition of all the country, 
but it also is true that local conditions are far more important 
than country-wide conditions. We have what is called a light 
crop of summer oranges, but this invariably means good 
prices, because this part of the country has virtually a mon- 
opoly on the summer orange trade. Valencia oranges are 
?ure'to bring good prices. No one knows at this writing what 
the walnut crop will bring forth, but the reports everywhere 
in the district are that the trees are setting well. 


One thing should be borne in mind—and this is, that the 


federal reserve system has effectually checkmated panics. 
Such low depressions as have occurred at periods in the his- 
tory of the country are no longer possible. It is no doubt a 
fact that we will have peak years that rise above immediately 
preceding years, and other years that are accompanied by 
quieter conditions, but panics, in other words, "hard times," 
are a thing of the past, so far as the business structure is con- 
cerned. 


Nearly all the financial writers intimate that there is 


little chance that a drastic change in government policies is 
to be brought about by the coming national election. If the 
Republicans win control of the government the tariff policies 
that have always accompanied prosperity will remain in ef- 
fect. If, as is always a possibility, the Democrats succeed to 
power, we will find a strong tendency on their part to main- 
tain a reasonable amount of tariff protection, as that party 
has changed its front on this question, with the free traders
